to: information about land acquired with stewardship funding.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in
senate and assembly, do enact as follows:

SECTION 1.  23.09165 (2) of the statutes is renum-
bered 23.09165 (2) (ac).

SECTION 2.  23.09165 (2) (bc) of the statutes is created
to read:

23.09165 (2) (bc)  Within 24 months after the effec-
tive date of this paragraph .... [LRB inserts date], the
department shall make available to the public a written
directory of all stewardship land that is open for public
access.  The directory shall be organized by county and
town and shall clearly show the location of the steward-
ship land and named or numbered roads.  The directory
shall be updated at least every 2 years.  In lieu of the

department itself making available the written directory,
the department may make available a written directory
that is published by a private entity and that meets the
requirements of this paragraph.  The department may
charge a fee for either directory, but the fee may not
exceed the cost of preparing and publishing the directory.

SECTION 3.  23.09165 (3) (ec) of the statutes is created
to read:

23.09165 (3) (ec)  Within 24 months after the effec-
tive date of this paragraph .... [LRB inserts date], the
department shall make available to the public a written
list of all stewardship land that was acquired before Octo-
ber 27, 2007, and for which public access has been
restricted or prohibited and the reasons for that action.
